A Special Privilege Issue And A Trust Breed- 
er. Should Bo Supplantod By Demo- 
cratic Dootrines Of Equal Rights 
Represented By Mr. Smith. 


At Tuesday’s large Democratic Mass 
Meeting in Baltimore, Senator Wm. 
Pinkney Whyte, in an eloxhent ad- 
dross, said :— 

As has been clearly stated by an- 
other the issue is not between protec- 
tion and free trade, but it is between 
the perpetuation of the present exag- 
erated protection, ‘which produces 
and fosters monopoly on the one hand 
and on the other hand a fair and just 
revision of the tariff schedules in the 
interest of the general welfare. The 
former is the Republican program and 
the latter tl.e Demooratic.’ 

“It was not always so with the 
dominant party today. For the plat- 
form of 1860 of the Repubican party 
contained this declaration; 

That while providing revenue 
for the support of the general Govern- 
ment by duties upon imports, sound 
policy requires such an adjustment of 
these imports as to encourage the de- 
velopment of industrial interests of 
the whole country.’ 

No sane man can suppose that tar- 
ation upon imports can be entirely 
abandoned, bat the duties can and 
should be revised by the coming Oon. 
gress in such manner as to produce 
fair revenue to the Government, with 
due regard to the laborer, who pro- 
duces the manufactured article, as 
well as the manufacturer for whom it 
ia produced.

lacroased Cost Of Living. 


„High protective tariff laws are 
said to advance wages, but they forget 
that they also increase the oust of 
living. Never was there a fairer op- 
portunity for bona fide tariff reform 
withont disturbing the business inter- 
ests of the country. 

The pretense that the business may 
be disturbed by tariff revision ia a 
shame and absurd. In the 45 years 
from 1861, while the Republicans have 
from time to time had legislaive pow- 
er, they have changed or revised the 
tariff 48 times, not in the interest of 
the consumer, but largely in behalf 
ot corporations which now consti.

Mr. Smith, the Demo- 
oratic candidate, made a prompt re- 
sponse, declaring his readiness to en- 
ter into such an agreement and to 
keep it.

On Thursday Morning. . Three 
Buildings Broken Into. 

The offices of L. E. Williams & Oo. 
and T. H. Mitchell and the store of 
Turner Bros., were broken into by a 
gang of thieves Wednesday night.. At 
L. B. Williams & Oo. 's they broke 
open the shutters and broke throagh 
the glass of one the windows to gain 
an entrance to the office. All the 
drawers in the office were pulled out 
and ransacked. The two cash draw- 
ers were forced open and about $3 of 
old coins and minor silver taken. The 
coins were chiefly old coins that they 
were using as keepsakes, a trade dol- 
lar and an old silver dollar. 

At T. H. Mitchell's they made an 
entrance by cutting off the screen on 
the side door and breaking through 
the door which was glass, and reach- 
ing through the opening thus made, 
turned the key that was on the inside. 
Here, as at L. E. Williams & Oo's. 
all drawers were pulled out and ran- 
sacked, They attempted to break into 
the cash drawer in the desk by out- 
ting, as thongh with a penknife, the 
desk being badly mutilated. Failing 
to open the drawer by this method 
they turned the desk over and broke 
open the drawer from underneath and 
obtained about $5 in money. 

At Turner Bros., wholesale grocers, 
they broke in through one of the rear 
windows using about the same meth- 
ods as at the other places. Messrs. 
Turner Bros. state that it is impossi- 
ble to say how much or how little 
they took. All that they oould defi. 
nitely locate as being gone was a box 
of 100 cigars and some stamps out of 
the office. It is believed that they in- 
tended to blow up the safe here, but 
were deterred by one of the curtains 
which are so arranged as to pall down 
instead of up; getting out of shape. 
As this was a curtain in the front of 
the store where anyone passing along 
the street might see them at their 
work it is supposed that they were 
afraid to make the attempt. 

It is presumed that all of these op- 
erations were done by the same par- 
ties, and in all probability were the 
ones that Mr. Turner, the night 
watchman at the Masonic Temple 
heard talking in the alley between the 
Advertiser building and the Masonic 
Temple that evening. Mr. Turner 
says It was about half past three in 
the morning, and ss I had been around 
a good bit all day, and had been busy 
all the evening waiting on the dan- 
cers, I stepped over to the room where 
we had kept the cream, and raised the 
window to get some fresh air, Aal 
did so I noticed three men standing 
directly beneath the window. As it 
was pretty late for them to be loaf- 
ing around the bnilding, I stepped 
back in the shadow of the curtain to 
hear what they were saying.

grape juice” with 

otherwise suitable mixed diet is 
beneficial and that digestion is im- 
proved, intestinal fermentation di- 
minished, and that gains in body 
weight result. It should not be for- 
gotten that the abundant diet and 
hygienic methods of living practiced 
at the grape cures play an impor- 
tant part, but even taking all this 
into account it seems fair to con- 
clude that some of the good results 
can de directly attributed to the un- 
fermented grape juice. 

Grape juice contains the same 
kinds of nutrients aş other foods. 
The percentage of water is high, and 
thus it resembles liquid foods more 
closely than solid foods. It la some- 
times compared with milk, the most 
common liquid food, It contains 
less water than milk, more carbohy- 
drates, and less protein, fat, and ash. 

In the illustration is shown a 
home made press for preparing un- 
fermented grape juice. 

Two upright posts (F) set deep 
and firmly in the ground side by side 
and about 12 inches apart. (It is a 
good idea to attach some deadmen 
to them in the ground to prevent 
them pulling out too easily.) Be- 
tween these posts the lever (E) is 
hung by means of a bolt (T), or the 
lever may be hung to the side of a 
building, or a hole notched into a 
tree large enough to admit the end 
of the lever and a bolt run through 
that. At the other end of the lever 
are two posts, so set that the lever 
can be raised up between them by 
means of block and tackle. The press 
itself consists of two timbers (D), 
on which the press bottom (B) rests, 
and on this bottom is the press bas- 
ket, consisting of the two sides and 
two ends, and so constructed that it 
can be easily taken apart and set up 
again, being held together at the 
ence by means of rods (L). The 
aldes and ends should be bored full 


of small holes from three-eighths to 
one-half an inch in dlameter to al- 
low exit for the juice. 

After the press is filled, the top 
(which le made to fit in the inside of 
the basket) and cross blocks (I) are 
put on and the lever is then allowed 
to press down on it. A press like this 
has the advantage that it can be 
filled in the evening and left to press 
until morning while the farmer 
sleeps. The precaution, of course, 
must be taken to set a tub large 
enough to hold the juice under the 
press. 


Effect of Crossing Apples. 

If a very sweet apple is grafted on 
exceedingly sour stock, the sweet- 
ness of the resulting fruit is not re- 
duced. The acidity and other quali- 
tles of apples are largely affected by 
the health of the tree and ‘its loca- 
tion, some varieties varying much 
more than others. The Northern Spy 
and Bellflower vary from the best to 
the most worthless fruit. On one 
tree apples may be tender, juicy and 
of pleasant acid flavor while on an- 
other they are tough, corky and acid, 
without any suggestion of sweetness.

FEMININISM IN FRANCE. 

Since the Revolution in France 
many things have changed. For one 
thing, the waste of men in war has 
familiarized women with varied in- 
dustry and with the management of 
estates and business establishments 
as in perhaps no other country. The 
French “family council" system re- 
tains for a woman not only the re- 
spect of her grown son but even a 
considerable measure of legal control 
over him long after English and 
American law would emancipate him. 
He cannot even marry without his 
parents’ consent. 

The growth of “feminisme” in 
France of recent years has been ra- 
pid. It compelled the Institution of 
a divorce law. Woman suffrage is a 
cardinal tenet in socialism, which 
has nowhere more power in actual 
government than it has attained in 
France. In Russia, which is largely 
dominated by French thought, tho 
Douma has declared for the woman's 
vote.

EARTH'S manrer MONUMENT. 


Nov. 4, 106— (Matt 2631 7.30.) 

To bulld ‘commemorative mont: 
ments has been the universal ambi- 
tion. Wherever men have gone 
they have erected memorial pillars, 
mountalnous pyramids, colossal 
Statues to mark the spot where great 

iscoveries were made, or battles 

Ought or heroes were entombed. 

The traveller in his journey 
around the world visits these gigan- 
tic memorials, and hears again the 
story of their creation. So it is Wah 
the Pyramids of Egypt, those mighty 
mountains of stone, overlooking the 
fat valley ot the Nile, the famous 
tombs of the Egyptian kings which 
the eyes of Moses saw when he was 
a school boy in Goshen. 

So it is with the mighty pile upon 
the battlefield of Waterloo, which 
marks ‘the spot where the ambition 
of the great Napoleon was crushed. 
and the death blow to his career was 
given. 

So it is with Bunker Hill monu- 
ment, a modest shaft as to altitude, 
testifying to a seeming defeat, but In 
reality, to the birth of a nation, 
uea are but samples of a desire on 

art of all men to. perpetuate the 
eee of great deeds or of great 


men to the generations yet unborn. 


It is a natural craving, and men 
are not to be criticised for it, For 
even the Son of Man érected a monu- 
ment higher than all others, more 
enduring than all others, more sig- 
nificant than all others, when he In- 
stituted the Eucharist—the feast of 
Jove, 

How did he do it? He did not 
put his disciples to quarrying rock 
with which to rear an imperishable 
memorial. He gathered them around 
him In an upper room, and partook 
of a plain supper with them, and 
then sald, “Do this in remembrance 
of Me.” 

And that monument stands for 
the utter breaking down and de- 
struction of the spirit of cast among 
men. At that table when the feast 
was inaugurated there were “many 
men of many minds.” It would be 
dificult to find a company of men 
more unlike in temperament and 
disposition. Yet they were held to- 
gether as with bands of steel by 
their allegiance to thelr Master. 
They were all equal at that board. 

Every man, in all time, finds him- 
self represented among the apostles, 
The doubter finds himself in 
Thomas; the fiety, hot-headed, 
quick-tempered man finds himself 
in John, the Son of Thunder; 
the opinionated, impulsive man in 
Peter; the hard-headed, practical 
man, desiring the first place in the 
kingdom, in James; the dreamer in 
Nathaniel Bartholomew; the busi- 
ness man in Matthew; the cautious, 
far-seeing, careful, full of the sense 
of difficulty man, Andrew; the slow- 
witted, but solid and substantial 
man, Philip the practical; together 
with the business economist Judas, 
and Simon, the Canaanite, a man of 
zeal, enthusiasm, independence and 
patriotism. We are all there. 

One would think to hear some 
people talk that the Lord's Supper 
was only for members of a particu- 
lar church, or particular members of 
any one church, the cream, as it 
were, of devout people, the men and 
women who have reached the calm 
But 
a glance nt the lives of the men who 
were present at the Mmauguration of 
the Evcharist, the men who are the 
foundation stones npon which the 
church is built, will forever dispel 
tat idea. One of then was a doubt- 
er, one was & devil., One of them 
broke ont into profanity and blas- 
phemy and denied his Lord before 
the morning light, and one of them 
sold him to his enemies for the price 
of a dog. True, all but one of them, 
were sincere, honest, intended to do 
a| Tight, and they overcame in time 
their defects of character, with the 
exception of one. But It ongbt-to de 
a comfort to men of this age who are 
tempted and tried, and sometimes 
fall even though they are church 
members, to realize that they do 
not necessarily, forfeit their sight 
aad title to partake of His supper 
becaure they have slipped and stum- 
bled. The church glorifies the men 
who gathered around that first Pas- 
cha) feast; let it not too readily con- 
demn modern disciples who show by 
their lives that they belong to the 
same human bretherhood and are 
tempted Ifike as they were. 

And so it ts ever.) Whether in 
great cathedral or in barren chapel, 
whether with ornate or with simple 
rervices, whether in golden chalice 
or with plain cup, the emblems are 
received, we are all entitled to them, 
and proclaim our loyalty and allegi- 
ance to the mighty founder when we 
rarticipate in His ordinance. The 
rich and poor, the high and low, 
stand on the same plane when we 
“remember Him.” 

And we must never forget that 
this monument means victory and 
not defert. “Till I come,” is the 
thrilling watchword with which the 
foundation and the capstone were 
laid. It does not mark the grave of a 
slain hero; it is the stepping stone to 
the throne of universal dominion. It 
{s not a place to drop a tear over a 
conquered warrior; it is a place to 
shout a hallelujah chorus with a vic- 
torious chieftain. It is not funerai 
baked meats, it is an anticipatory 
banquet. It is a constant testimony

It is rather a sur- 
prise therefore: to discover that it is 
pretty nearly the staff of life among 
the Cossack tribes, who make te 
catching of sturgeon their winter ot- 
cupation.

are going there. There is no escape 
from this experience. Jesus Christ 
the world’s redeemer, could not 
avoid it. The brightest and the best 
as well as the dullest and the worst 
march through those grim portals, 
solitary and alone. Death is only a 
circumstance compared with that; 
when one has drank the cup of the 
garden the quintessence of bitter- 
ness has been drained. Henceforth 
they are marked men. Whether one 
drinks that cup for his own ains, or 
for the sins of others, the effect is 
always the same. 

That is a superficlal view of lite 
which looks npon greatness as ex- 
empted from suffering, and which 
regards tears as an evidence of 
weakness. The greatest men the 
world has ever known have been 
the most tender-hearted and human, 
Greatitess does not consist In stolca? 
indifference to suffering. Was 
Washington weak when he knelt In 
the snows of Valley Forge and 
prayed for the agsistance of the God 
of Patties? Was Lincoln weak when 
he fell on his face in the White 
House and wrestled for victory for 
the Boys Jn Blue? Was William E. 
Gladstone, Prime Minister of Eng- 
, Weak Wnen he knelt by thé 
side of a crossing sweeser to com- 
mend his soul to God? Was Jesus 
Christ weak when the weight of the 
world’s woe crushed Him to the 
earth and He “sweat as it were great 
drops of blood?" If they were, then 
weakness is the most magnificent 
characteristic of the human race, the 
thing which above all others differ- 
entintes man from the brute crea- 
tion, and allies him to the angels. 

Gethromcne may be bitte>, but It 
is the crowning development of 
character. It is the wine press. It is 
the crucible.. It fs the threshing- 
floor. Ralph Connor in the Sky 
Pilot” gives an illustration of the 
utility of Gethsemane in human life. 
Nature came to the prairio and de- 
manded flowers of her. And the next 
year, crocvees and roses and wild 
sunflowers grew, but nature looked 
in vain for the columbine, the clema- 
tis, and the sweet violets, and when 
she inquired the reason, she was 
told that the wind was too rough, 
and the sun was too hot for such 
delicate blossoms.

But not so, those who have 
passed throigh the portals of Geth- 
semane. They know how to ‘‘minis- 
tor to a. mind, diseased: They hayo:

They have a grasp of the 
hand that puts inppiration. into the 
discouraged: For them to say, “I 
know just how vou feel, L have: been 
there myself,” puts hope into the 
hopeless. One touch of nature 
makes: the whole world kin.”

Progress, was parsing through the 
Valley of the Shadow of Death, over- 
powered with the darkness, fright- 
ened by the hobgoblins which leered 
and chattered around him, almost 
ready to sink down into despair, he 
heard the voice of Hopeful sounding 
in the pathway on before him, and 
cheered by the ringing assurance of 
that fellow-traveller he plucked up 
heart of courage, and s00n was 
walking in the light. Thus it is in 
life, that those who have passed 
through deep and agonizing experi- 
ences of suffering are by that very 
fact ordained to the high priesthood 
of help, 

Let not the dread of Gethsemane 
warden shadow the life with gloom. 
Troubles’ always have alleviation, 
Though the Son of Man drank there 
a cup of trembling such as was never 
pressed to human lips, before or 
since, it should not be forgotten that 
the heavenly visitants flew to his 


relief in the midnight, and He wae 


austained by a full chalice of the 
weter of life, brought by an angel's 
hand. Were it not for crucial mo- 
ments in life we should never know 
tho refreshing sweetness of angelid 
ministrations.

to twenty-five feet in length. T'e 
sterlet, a smaller kind, which 
reaches a length of five. feet, his 
naturally a smaller supply of roe. 

It is highly prized, however, be- 
cause it is from this fish that liquii 
caviare is made, a delicacy that is 
never met with far out of Russia, 
since it is very lightly ‘salted an:l 
will not keep. A little finds it way 
to Persia and the table of the Khe- 
dive, but even in Russia it is rarely 
to be seen, except at the Czar‘s tubla 
or in court circles. 

To make caviare you must first 
catch your sturgeon, and though 
this may be done in summer caviare 
making is a winter industry, and the 
principal part of the fishing takes 
place in severe weather. The coun- 
try through which the sturgeon 
yielding rivers flow consists of large 
plains, covered many months deep 
in snow, and swept by bitter winds. 
Here, in dreary wastes; live thou; 
sands of Russians who subsist af- 
most entirely on the fish they catch, 

The traveler will find a wide and 
frozen river, dotted with crowds of 
men. But they are fishing in a way 
that las distinctly novel to most trav- 
ellers, for thelr lines are passed 
through holes in the ice on which 
they stand. 

When there is a catch—and the 
sturgeon are very plentiful—the 
capture is dragged bodily through 
the hole and despatched with sticks, 
which each man carries. Great carts 
are In waiting to transport the spoll 
to the sheds, where the fish are 
either relleved of their. valuable 
cargo of eggs forthwith or ùre de- 
spatched to the markets for sale to 
caviare makers. 

Liquid caviare is prepared with 
finest salt, in the proportion of from 
4 to 5 per cent., and fetches a very 
high price, This kind is known as 
ikra. 

The pressed variety is made with 
brine, the roe being rubbed with a 
wooden spoon through sieves, so as 
to secure the removal of all liga- 
ments from the fish eggs. Liquid 
caviare is packed in bottles with ice 
in tin boxes, but the pressed is 
squeezed with the greatest force into 
canvas bags. Skin sacks of it are 
submitted to the forcible persuas- 
ions of a powerful press so that all 
the brine shall be extracted. 

This Kind is then packed in oaken 
barrels lined with cloths, and is 
known as serviette caviare, while 
that which is sold in canvas bags is 
known lu the trade as sack caviare. 
Packed in either way it will stand 
any amount of transport: Warsaw 
has become the principa) market for 
this commodity with western Eu- 
rope. 

These Russian fisheries produce 
aunvally more than 8,000,000 
pounds of caviare. Only 1,000,000 
pounds of this is in liquid form. 

The nutritive quality of caviare is 
not generally appreciated. It lu rich 
in nitrogen and fat, besides. includ- 
ing sea salt and mineral components. 

It has a stimulating and energiz- 
ing effect on the stomach. Russians 
value it greatly, and it is sald never 
to be absent from the Czar's table. 

That which is supplied to the Im- 
perlal family is the enforced tribute 
off the Cossacks, who before they 
may reap the profit of their own in- 
dustry must supply the Little Father 
with eleyen tons of the best. To pro- 
vide this amount of caviare 5,000 
sturgeons must be caught. 

A certain amount of caviare 
comes to England, France. and Ger- 
many; hut. not much. A good deal ot 
that which we eat ls made in Ger 
many’ from the common sturgeon, 
and sent off from Hamburg a real 
Russian.“ Another kind of caviare: 
u made from the roes ot pike and 
carp; it ia colored red, and is known 
an the Jow's caviare.” 

Italy also makes a caviare of her 
own, which is very palatable, being 
more delicate than the Rugsian. For 
this the bream, the pike, the perch 
and countless other fish contribute 
thelr eggs. Norway, too, makes a 
mock caviare, which has only .a 
local Interest. 

America, anxious to be self-sup- 
porting, is making cayiare also, but 
for many reasons Russian e¢aviare 
commands the market. 

Formerly the sturgeon fishers 
added to their profit by the sale of 
the alr bladder of the sturgeons for 
making isinglass, and Russia wns 
for a long time the only country 
supplying this commodity. Modern 
necessities, however, have led to this 
breathing apparatus being appro- 
priated from other fish than the 
sturgeon, so the trade has declined,

VOTE BUYING PROCESS. | 


SHALL RIGHT PREVAIL—OR WRONG TRIUMPH? 


How Money Defrauds The Right Of honest "OW This Vendue. Has Boon Carried On| Proposition For A Committee From Each Party To Decide About First Congressional 


Government. Cunning—Underhand 


Workings. 

Since Mr William H. Jackson's now 
famous interviews politicians from 
the Eastern Shore of both parties have 
been telling of incidents of vote buy- 
ing and selling in the Firat district 
which are almost incredible and yet 

ouched for by men with repnta- 


When the money ran ou 
almost auything has been given to get 
the votes. Horses and cows have fre- 
quently been given to men in the dis- 
triot to vote, and an incident in Queen 
Anne's county was told of a piano 
being given out of a parlor as a bribe 
toa man to vote. There have also 
been times when clothes off the clothes 
line, bags of flour and sets of harness 
have been dealt ont in lieu of money. 

In a big fight, when some man's po- 
litical scalp is in danger, it is deolar- 
ed, almost anything would be saori- 
ficed to get the votes. When all the 
money was expended other things 
would be offered. The voters could 
not be gotten to the pulls unless as 
Mr. Jackson said, some *‘inducement’’ 
was offered them. 

There have been fights in some of 
the oaunties where one side had mon- 
ey and the other side had none. Then 
all the ‘‘floaters,’' of course, flooked 
to the side with the money, and the 
price of a vote was cheap, sometimes 
going down as low as . 

The bribery has been so general and 
has been looked upon so much asa 
matter of course. that the men in the 
district who did not eell their votes 
became hardened to the practice and 
looked with leniency upon these 
methods.

Details of the process by which 
votes are sometimes bought and sold 
in Dorchester county were recited 
Wednesday by a resident of the county 
visiting in Baltimore. 

Buying votes in the counties of the 
Eastern Shore, he said had been, go- 

ng on for so long that it had been re- 
duced to a system. The danger of le- 
gal cosviction, he declared, had been 
reduced to a minimum by the men 
who rom time to time perfected 
each detail of the shameful business. 
+ candidate set ont to buy 
his el forsale gaid „it was a matter 
which soon spread in e community. 
In certain precincts the „a major- 
ity will turn depends entirely upon 
the amount of money spent. Wh 
the bidding for a man’s vote is done 
brazenly in the open, as a rule the 
actual paying for the vote is done in 
some underhand way, partly because 
the men who dothe actual paying out 
of the money age afraid of the law, in 
spite of the assurances they receive 
from those higher up that it is ‘‘all 
right,’’ and partly because they do 
not wish to stand right out in the 
view of their neighbors and do the 
work, 


GETS ORDER FOR MONEY. 


The scheme employed in one dis- 
trict of Dorchester county is to give 
an order for the money, which is 
cashed by a man who, hands out the 
money through a hole and with a 
glove on his hand, so that his identity 
cannot be established. 

The location of the clearing honse 
for debauohing the electorate of the 
district 1s usually on the second floor 
of some store, or in some other bulld · 
ing rented by the campaign commit- 
tee for the purpose. The room is so 
divided that the man who comes to 
get the money cannot see who are be- 
hind the screen through which he geta 
his reward for voting. In all cases 
there is more than one man there, for 
the paying off of the voters is such a 
big business it takes some skill as à 
cashier in handing ont the money. 

The method of collecting is shown 
in the illustration. 

The check system has many merits, 
if such they onn be called. It affords 
the candidate, or whoever may be fi- 
nanvcially backing the election, an ex- 
act accounting for all that has been 
disbarsed. This is, perhaps, the chief 


„reason for ita use in those districts 


where it has leaked out that the men 
sent out to purohase votes have been 
aconatomed to pocketing a large share 
of the money intended for the voters, 


OHEOK ON MONEY HANDLERS. 


The need for such precaution in 
cashing the cheoks is explained by the 
Dorchester county man by the fact 
that the danger of stealing within the 
ranks is so great that the men behind 
the money barrel want to be able to 
see the actual disbursements made, 
so they can be sure they are not being 
robbed by the vote buyers on the 
atreet or the money handlers inside 
headquarters, 

The men who do the vote buying 
have a means of assuring themselves 
that a vote stays bought, They usu; 
ally put off voting their own ballots 
until late in the day. Any voter whom 
they suspect of designing to vote ac- 
cording to his conscience and judge- 
ment after selling his ballot on the 
other side they keep until one of their 
own number, tried and true, is ready 
to go into the polling place. While 
the purchased voter isin one booth 
the vote buyer is in the adjoining one. 
Before going in it is agreed that the 
escort shall see the other man's bal- 
lot after he has marked it, This is 
done by passing it over the top of 
the booth, as shown in the illustra- 
tion. In this way each man deposits 
in the ballot box the ballot marked by 
the other. The worker comes out of 
the booth quick enough to see to it 
that the man has not made a change 
iu the ballot turned over to him.

liam H. Jackson and Thomas A. Smith. Cannot a tribunal of three or 
more gentlemen of recognized fairness from each of these parties be selected 
by the candidates of their respective organizations, before whom these three 
candidates will appear and request an investigation into their manner of con- 
ducting the late campaign and election, they to be at liberty ta submit the 
names of witnesses, if their personal statements should not be sufficient to 
satisfy the members of the committee, the examination to be atrictly confidential 
aud separate. The committee should be empowered by the candidates to de- 
cide whether or not the late election was valid and to determine whether or 
not the seat should be vacated. I think the Prohibition candidate has prima 
facie proof exonerating him in the exhibits that came from the ballot box; 
but it is just as well for the Democratic and Republican parties each to cry 
ont: ‘I have sinned’ as to past offenses, whatever the late election may 
show. No one ought to have any desire to see anyone punished for tbe sake 
of punishment for unworthy motives. It seems to me that the above plan 
would avoid the need of proseonting either lesser or greater agencies in pro- 
moting this crime, and the moral lessson would convince the leaders all

“I have always thought the great effloacy of a corrupt practices act would 
be to allow the defeated candidate or a given number of citizens to petition 
the court vo set aside or vacate an election for fraud. The politicians dread 
another election, Which wight deprive them of their ill-gotten victory, mors 
than the fear of conviction, It there must be a contest before the Congress, 
I submit it is hardly fair for the Reform IL.engue or for the citizens of Balti- 
more and the State to unload the contest on some of the citizens of the First 
District. It ought to be made a matter of the State.

“Law Has Boon Asleep.” 


Mr. Joseph L. Bailey, the State’s Attorney sald 

„Every honest man is opposed to bribery and no one is a good citizen who 
is not, no matter how much he may think to the contrary. The buying of 
votes is akin to treason and the way to break it up is to enforce rigidly the 
penalty. The law has been asleep sv long and has come to be violated to 
such an extent by all classes of oitizene, high and low, rich and poor, that 
it will take more than the efforts of any State's Attorney to arouse it, much 
losa to enforce it. 

„Nothing short of an uprising of all good citizens againat the practice and 
a combined and determined effort by them to atamp it out will be effectual. 
Under such conditions offenders, high and low, would be convicted, and when 
it once becomes known that the perpetrators can and will be convicted vio- 
lations will be few and far between. They will at least fear the law if the 
vision does not broaden sufficiently to enable them to see and understand the 
sin they are committing aguinst the Government. 

„The Republicana undoubtedly used large sums of money in every district 
in this county and, ih fact, in every county in this Congressional district, 
with the exception of Worcester, to bribe voters.

- The Peart in The ake 
Familiar as may be the fapt that 
peatia are formed around intrusive 
foreign bodiea within the shell of the 
oyster the notion that such intrusive 
bodies are apt to be inorganic parti- 
oles, such as grains, of sand, must, as- 
serts The Quarterly Review, be given 
up. Recent investigation has shown 
that the ‘‘nuolus'? which must be 
present if a pearl is to be formed is 
the larva of some highly organized 
parasite: having a complicated and as 
yet inaccurately known life history. 
The parasite would seem to form a pit 
in thé outer surface of the mantle or 
fleshy flap that lines the shell of the 
oyster, and this mantle, in order to 
protect itself, secretes a pearly coat 
around the parasite, ‘‘ Microscopic 
examination of thin sections made 
through decaloified pearls showed that 
they are almost in all cases deposited 
around a minute larvajof the cestode 
or tapeworm.’’ These larvae appar- 
ently make their way into the oyster, 
and the irritation they set up induces 
the formation of the pearl. To quote: 
Where do these larvae come from? 
Unfortunately we cannot say. Older 
specimens of tapeworms belonging to 
the new species, Tetrarhynohus union- 
ifactor, also live in the oyster; and it 
may be that were a larva to escapa 
entombment in a pearl it would grow 
up into one of these. But even these 
never become mature in the oyster; to 
attain sexual maturity they must be 
swallowd up by a second host. What 
is the second host of the pearl form - 
ing cestode? This question also we 
cannot answer, and until we can we 
ary not in a position to control. to

Mon- 
signors G. Sourat working indepeud- 
ently at Rikitea, in the island of Man- 
gareva, in the Gaubler group, discov- 
ered a very similar larva in ths local 
pearl oyster around which pearls are 
formed; this larva, if we may judge 
frum pictares is almost certainly the 
same as the one from Ceylon.“

sleep, 
says a writer in Harper's. It is a 
condition we are born with and into. 
for as Infants we sleep from eighteen 
to twenty hours. in the twenty-four. 
No appetite is more imperative; for 
while we may live for forty days 
without food, man's limit of endur- 
ance without sleep is only half that 
time. In the lower animals it is 
even more necessary to life, for they 
die in from four tó five days when 
deprived of sleep. 

There are various theories re- 
specting sleep, the chief of which are 
known as the physiological, the 
chemical, and the histological. 

The old theory postulated conces- 
tion of the brain, while the present 
and generally accepted theory im- 
plies the opposite, namely, a reduced 
supply of blood to the brain as com- 
pared with the amount in the wak- 
ing state. 

Among the chemical theories of 
sleep is the theory of autointoxica- 
tion resulting from acid-waste pro- 
ducts (chiefly phosphoric acid) pro- 
duced by the activity of the brain, 
and which are thought to induce a 
suspended action of the brain cells 
until more or less elimination of 
these effete products takes place. 

The histological theory accounts 
for sleep by the partial retraction of 
the treelike branches of the cortical 
brain cells, so that the nerve cur- 
rents are broken or rendered ineffuc- 
tive for the production of conscinis- 
ness. It is claimed that such a con- 
dition of the brain cells has been 
found in animals which were sud- 
denly destroyed while asleep. 

Such are the principal theories ol 
sleep; while it has yet to be admit- 

ted, as Dr. Weir Mitchell observed 
that “we are simply driven to be 
Neve that it is a state of the nerve- 
cells—and why not of the nerves’- 
in which they became function! 
actioniess in a variable degree 
Whether this is true also of the othe: 
cell structures of the body we do no. 
know; and sleep may be a univer-. 
function, as would seem reasons! 
to those who believe that pn 
It ia sure that the slee, (i, 
brain contains less blood, or it clr 
culates less, than the brain awake 
and this ls the lim of what we 
know.” 

Natural sleep has been defined a: 
mental rest produced by an appeltie 
resulting from fatigue. But the idea 
that mental rest means mental inic- 
tion is hardly tenable, inasmuch us it 
quite frequently happens that the 
solution of unsolved probloms is the 
first thing to appear In the conscio n- 
ness on awakening, and thus the 
mind must have been operative hie 
asleep. . 

It is commonly supposed that ihe 
greatest depth of sleep occurs aba! 
the end of the first hour. This, how- 
ever, is not invariably the rule. nc 
cording to my own observations i: 
the Cook County (Chicago) Intun“ 
Asylum, made some years ago, W 
I spent two successive nights 1 
hourly testing the depth of sleep v, 
light, sound and touch. A majorit 
of the ten cases I had under observu 
tion showed the greatest depth to b: 
at about 3 a.m. More recently Drs 
Sante de Sanctis and N. Neyros, u. 
the University of Rome, tested the 
depth of sleep In four norma) per- 
sons by pressure upon the temple. 
One of these showed the greutest 
depth of sleep in the second auil 
fifth hours, while the others showed 
the greatest depth between the firsi 
and second hours. 


Cuban Funerals, 

A funeral in Cuba, is an interest- 
ing spectacle. The hearse, which is 
as large and gaily decorated as a cir- 
cus van, leads the procession. Behind 
it comes the carriages with no one iu 
them. Then follows the mourners oa 
foot. These mourners are always 
men, as women are never allowed to 
attend burials, 

The body is interred in a grave 
usually occupied by two or three oi 
even four ay bodies and then thi 
cabs carry e mourners back t 
their homes. 

Oftentimes the coffin Is rentc- 
simply to carry the corpse to the 
grave, where protected only by 
shroud, the remains are buried. Tlc 
graves are gorgeously decorated wit! 
flowers made of porcelain. Thin or- 
namentation is overdoneand gives the 
entire cemetery a tawdry appearance 

Graves are leased and as soon us 
the surviving relatives fall to p! 
the exorbitant rents the bones are 
dug up and unceremoniously throw: 
in one corner of the graveyard, whe. 
they may be seen piled high. 


Effects of Heat on Milk. 

Dr. Jensen, chief of the Swiss bu 
reau of superintendence over the 
milk industry, says that it ls a co:u- 
mon error to suppose that milk sub 
mitted for a considerable time to the 
temperature of 120 degrees Fahren- 
helt is better for nourishment thrn 
that boiled for a short time, When 
the heating is prolonged the altera- 
tion in the valuable properties of the 
milk begins as low as 100 degrees, 
but with quick heating it does not 
begin below 110 degrees. Tuberculo- 
sis bacili are destroyed by heating to 
105 degrees for five minutes, and 
such heating does not alter the prop- 
erties of the milk, Dr. Jensen ad- 
vises that the pastourization of milk 
to be done in the home, and but 
shortly before the milk is used, care 
being taken not to go above the tem- 
perature necessary to kill the pathe- 
genic germs.— Exchange.

PLANTS TO RAISE- FOR HONEY. 


Each of Which Farnish Bees With 
Food During Entire Summer. 
Parsnips, when left to seed, blos- 
som freely from June to August, in- 
clusive, and are much frequented by 
honey bees. 

Peppermint, raised for its foliage, 
from which oil is distilled, is most 
frequently ‘cut before the bees de- 
rive much benefit from it, but when- 
ever allowed to blossom it is eagerly 
sought after by them, and ylelds hon- 
ey freely during July and August. 


Bokhara, or sweet clover, is in 


some sections.of the country con- 
sidered a vaulable forage ‘crop. Anl- 
mals can be taught to like it, and it 
is very valuable as a restorer of ex- 
hausted lime soils, while in regions 
lacking in bee pasturage during the 
summer months it is a very impor- 
tant addition. It withstands drought 
remarkably well and yields a large 
quantity of fine honey. 

Cucumber, squash, pumpkin, and 
melon blossoms furnish honey and 
some pollen to the bees in July and 
August, 

Evcalypti, valuable for thelr tim- 
ber and as ornaments to lawn and 
roadside, are quick-growing trees 
adapted to the southern portions of 
the United States. They yield much 
honey between July and October. 

The carob tree, whose cultivation 
has been commenced in the South- 
west, is an excellent honey ylelder in 
late summer. It is an ornamenta? 
tree and gives, in addition to honey, 
another valuable product—the carob 
bean of commerce. 

Sacaline, a forage and ornamental 
plant of recent introduction, ls a 
great favorite with bees. It blossoms 
profusely-during August, is a hardy 
perennial, and thrives in wet and 
also fairly in dry situations, with- 
standing the ordinary summer 
drought of the Eastern States, be- 
cause of Its deeply penetrating roots. 

Buckwheat is an important honey 
and pollen producer. Its blossoms 
appear about four weeks after the 
seed is sown, hence it may be made 
to fill in a summer dearth of honey 
plants. 


Alley System of Cell Starting. 

Mr. Henry Alley, in the Bulletin of 
Entomology, recommends that a strip 
of comb, with yeung larva from the 
breeding queen, be cut wide enough 
for one row of complete cells to re- 
main intact. The outer portions of 
the cells on one side are cut away 
and every second larva is killed or 
removed. This strip fa then fastened 
to the bottom of a comb with the 
open ends pointing downward, and 
the whole put in any colony used for 
cell building. The queen cells are 
bullt very regularly and a large pro- 
portion are accepted. In the aplary 
of the Bureau it has been found 
easier to use partly drawn out fonn- 
dation in which are young larva, 
thus avoiding the cutting away of the 
ends of cells. This method is very 
simple, since it does away with the 
necessity for transferring, and gives 
good results; but the cells must be 
cut apart to be put In nurseries, and 
in this manipulation they lack the 
firmness of celle with wooden bases. 
It has also been recommended that 
drone comb be used in the same way, 
and that a larva be transferred into 
every other cel). This plan, bow- 
ever, does not possess tha one really 
good feature of the Alley method, 
and has therefore nothing to com- 
mend it. 


Value of Birds and Bees. 

The time is coming when the birds 
will be protected the same as the 
chickens and turkeys are. By the 
destruction of quails and other birds 
which destroy insects, the wheat 
crop for the past few years has been 
a partial failure. The quails were íin- 
tended to destroy the Hessian fy, 
Which is one cause of the failure of 
our wheat crops. 

It is just as easy for a farmer to 
raise five bushels of clover. seed to 
the acre as tt is to raibe one, but It 
annot be done so long as the bum- 
Ble bees are destroyed by the far- 
mers. They are the agents which 
distribute pollen to the red clover 
dlossoms, and if they are not present 
to do it, the clover seed crop is bound 
to be a failure. Bach farmer should 
seo that a place is prepared for the 
bees to make their home, and they 
should be protected.

A DISGRACEFUL TRIAL. 


Nov. 18, 06— (Matt. 26:57-68.) 

Courts of law are supposed to be 
places where justice holds the bal- 
ances, and where “the truth, the 
whole trutb and nothing but the 
truth“ is weighed in those delicate 
scales. But as a matter of fact, some 
of the greatest outrages of history 
have been wrought in the, court 
ruon, virtue punished and vice set 
free. 

The greatest farce that was ever 
perpretrated in the annals of juris- 
prudence took place in the holy city 
of Jerusalem, where the holiest man 
of the ages was the prisoner at the 
bar, a Jewish high priest was one of 
the side judges, and the witnesses 
were members of the church, in good 
and regular standing. Three greater 
rascals never wore the judicial er- 
mine than Herod, Pilate and Cala- 
phas. Witnesses never more un- 
blushingly perjured themselves than 
the Jewish witnesses who swore to a 
lle. Lynch law never rounded up a 
more desperate mob of incarnate 
fiends than the priests, elders and | 
scribes who crowded the temple of 
justice courts, yelling ' Crucity! Cru- 
cify Him!” 

Revenge called the witnesses, 
masquerading as justice. The jurors 
were bloodthirsty tigers, judging a 
lamb. Liverything was brought for- 
ward that perjured rascals could 
hatch out; everything was sup- 
pressed that could by any possibility 
favor the prisoner. The verdict was 
made up before the crier called the 
court to order. The worn and ex- 
hausted victim was dragged from 
piler to post, from one -jurisdiction 
to another, now in the hands of the 
ecclesiastical authorities, then turn- 
ed over to the civil guvernment, but 
everywhere followed by the howling, 
hooting, blaspheming mob, who 
reached out their hands to drag him 
from the soldiers that they might 
rend him asunder. But the guard 
kept their prisoner safe, not that 
they might protect his person, but 
that they might have the brutal sat- 
isfaction of torturing him, tearing 
off his clothes, mocking his royal 
claims with old cast off garments, 
and crowns of thorns, and scepters 
of reed. They made allarious sport 
of the uncomplaining Nazarine and 
worrled him as a cat does a mouse 
before devouring its prey. And jus- 
tice, Roman Justice! Jewish Justice! 
opened not its lips In condemnation 
of such an outrage and travesty. 
Jesus Christ was a victim of human 
hate, Jewish bigotry, envy, ecclesias- 
tical politics, civil {mcapacity and 
cowardice, lynch law, the voice of 
the aristocracy and the voice of the 
slums, human and satanic forces 
breaking In waves of wrath over his 
holy person. Since the world began, 
never was there such a farce, impo- 
sition, fraud, swindle, and decep- 
tion as the impeachment, trial and 
execution of Jesus of Nazareth. 

But that unfair trial has had 
many imitations. The ermine of the 
judge has often rested upon the 
shoulders of the thief, the libertine, 
the drunkard.. Many a man has 
reeled into his seat on the bench and 
sentenced virtue to prison. Perjury 
and bribery and chicanery of every 
description has put handcuffs on in- 
nocence, and scattered families, and 
broken wilis, and made sworn ene- 
mies of bosom friends, and shot the 
bolts of prisons and erected scaf- 
folds, and officiated at executions. 
Just're has torn the bandage from 
mn „es and winked at the jurors. 

Si: ster lawyers have plead for 
cilents and tearfully eulogized those 
when they know to be criminals, 
Ric rascals have been set free for a 
price and poor unfortunates have 
been given the limit of punishment, 
Wealthy debauchees, and notorious 
tem: es have been given spectacular 
attention, the eourt room crowded 
daily with gushing women, who send 
perfumed notes and keep the hero's 
or heroine's cell fragrant with 
bouquets, and ignorant and besotted 
prisoners, guilty of thé same offences 
have been rallronded to prison with- 
Out a paase In the proceedings. If the 
Almighty should suddenly utter his 
fat that all the wrongs of life should 
be righted, there is not a bank or a 
safe deposit vault that would not 
hgve its sides blown out. Parch- 
ments would rip, gold would shoot, 
mortgages would rend, beggurs 
would get carriages, stock-gamblers 
would go to the almshouse, prisoners 
vould go out at Mberty, and judges 

and jahors would take their places 
behind the-bars. Ten thousand r vo- 
lutions would take place in society, 
the world would be turned upside 
down, which would bring it right 
side up. 

In view of all this It Is no wonder 
that Tennyson sings: 

“Right forever on the scaffold, 
wrong forever on the throne, 

Yet that scaffold sways the future, 

and beyond the dim unknown 
Standeth God, within the shadow, 
keeping watch above His own.” 

Though the trial of Jesus was a 
mockery and a farce, the prisoner at 
the bar had the best of it. Tempor- 
ary eclipse was followed by eternal 
brightness. History has recorded its 
verdict, and has hung up in the pil- 
lory of execration, the judges, the 
witnesses, the mob. The innocent 
can afford to bide their time. They 
may be helpless in the hands of their, 
snemies, but vindication Will come. 
To-day, Christ is triumphant, and 
Herod, Calaphas and Pilate are

partment of thé College of Philadel- 
phia or University. of Pennsylvania 
first. procured bodies for dissection 
before, Dr. William Shippen became 
the professor of surgery and anat- 
omy is probably not known, says the 
Philadelphia Bulletin.

especially instructed his students in |; 


ways and means of body-snatching, 
that his rooms were filled with 
cadavers and that no grave was safe 
against his predatory plans. It was 
further suspected that he kept vats 
in which he disposed of the bones 
and fragments of the bodies, and 
there was a superstition which asso- 
ciated these imaginary receptacles 
with such deeds as Macbeth’s 
witches performed when they gath- 
ered around the cauldron: The doc- 
tor’s assurance that he made use 
only of the corpses of animals and 
sulcides was received with incredul- 
ity. Finally the report was started 
that he had been digging into the 
graves in churchyards. It excited 
the special wrath of the sailors in 
the city, because they supposed that 
some of their dead comrades were in 
danger, and a mob was formed to 
deal with Shippen by sacking his 
house. His property was saved from 
spollation, but he found it necessary 
to appease the popular clamor by ex- 
plaining some of his habits as a dis- 
sector. 


third person in a public card, “to 
hear that, notwithstanding all the 
care and caution he has taken to 
preserve the utmost decency in 
opening and dissecting dead bodies, 
which he has persevered in chiefly 
from the motive of being useful to 
mankind, some evil-minded persons, 
either wantonly or maliciously, have 
reported to his disadvantage that he 
has taken up some persons who are 
buried in the church burying 
grounds,which has distressed the 
minds of his worthy fellow-citizens. 
The doctor, with much pleasure, im- 
proves this opportunity to declare 
that the report is absolutely false, 
and to assure them that the bodies 
he dissected were either of persons 
who had wilfully murdered them- 
selves or were publicly executed, ex- 
cept one now and then from Potter's 
Field whose death was owing to 
some particular disease, and that he 
never had one body from the church 
or any private burial place.” Long 
afterward, however, It was stated 
that when the building in which 
Shippen instructed his anatomical 
classes was torn down, and the 
ground next to it was dug into, the 
workmen found that it had been 
used as a graveyard. + 

But few of the Instructors in anat- 
omy at the university, or in after 
years at the Jefferson, or at least 
those who held their places for a 
long time, escaped entirely some 
form of the prejudice which Shippen 
had to encounter. Among the ne- 
groes it was a superstition in almost 
every household. It is said that they 
would ‘walk far out of their way at 
night time in order to avoid Wash- 
ington Square when it was Potter's 
Field or that if they had to pass it 
they would run as fast as thelr heels 
would carry them. Some of them 
even believed that the doctora or 
their students laid plans for decoy- 
lug people into their rooms, quietly 
slaying. them and then pickling the 
bodies for future use! Many a doc- 
tor noted how, when a negro met 
him walking along the streets at 
night, the negro would look at him 
askance or dart out of the way, as if 
he feared that he might be made a 
victim of the doctor's mysterious 
cunning. 


among not a few of the whites. Nor 
was it confined to the ignorant 
whites alone. Every once in a while 
some suspicious circumstance would 
indicate that nocturnal prowlers 
were operating in a graveyard, which 
was usually attached to a church, no 
cemeteries having been introduced 
until 1826. When a grave was rified 
{t was usually that of some obscure 
person, so that if the deed were dis- 
covered there would be no wide- 
spread commotion over the affair. 
But well-to-do families felt that they 
had no guarantee that their own de- 
parted members might not be chosen 
by the ghouls, and sensitive men 
and women were greatly oppressed 
with this haunting fear, Occasion- 
ally they would hire men to act as 
guards for some time after a burial 
or give the night watchman u gratu- 
ity to be on the lokout for the vll- 
Jains. 

The late Dr, Forbes was the last 
of the eminent instructors and anat- 
onists in Pennsylvania that had to 
undergo, although only for a briot 
nenson, the kind of odium which was 
visited by the populace on such mon 
in those days. Over twenty-throo 
years ago, at the time of the Leba- 
non Cemetery sensation, he was pic- 
tured as n monster, a scientific brute 
and a heartless employer of ghouls, 
He was put under arreat, and there 
was as much outcry over him for a 
time as it he had been a desperado 
and assasin who had just been de- 
teeted after a long season of crimes 
and horrors. 

It la generally believed that the 
old vocation of "body snatchers” te 
gone, and probably tt is.

The lavish expenditure of money dates back as far as 
1897. At that time, said an old-time politician, the usual price paid for a 
vote was from 50 cents to $2, and sometimes alightly above this, being regu- 
lated by the necessity of having the votes, In recent years, however, the 
prices have reached the startling amount of from 810 to 4. Thie larger 
amount is frequently paid during county contests. In off years it sinks from 
85 to $15 

Recently there has been no limitation, and in several cases it is said 
floatera have received sufficient means to enable them to buy real estate and

The question of stamping out this corrupting evil is one which seems 
to puzzle some persons who were asked for their views, This was explained 
by a leading member of the bar, who suggested that the conditions which 
have existed in Dorchester have become so chronic that there are fow persons 
in either party who have not either purchased votes or contributed money 
knowing that it was to be used for that purpose. There conld be no doubt of 
obtaining a unanimous expression, he said, provided the next Legislature 
would pasa a general amnesty law wiping out all pass offenses and turning 
over a new leaf for the future. 

Mr, Phillips Lee Goldsborough, chairman of the Republican State Oen- 
tral Committee, who a few daya ago gave his views and advocacy of a plan 
to do away with the use of money, stated today that he still stands on that 
statement and would lend his co-operation in bringing about this mnoh-need- 


ed reform. 
Time For Action, Says Mr. Henry. 


Ex-Oongressman W. Laird Henry said: 

‘Phe movement to break up the corrupt use of money in Maryland elec- 
tiona, in violation of the laws and the Constitution of the State, should have 
the encouragement and support of citizens cf all political parties, whether the 
method to be pursued be by the passage of a corrupt practices act by the next 
Legislature or by the enforcement of existing laws on the subject. 

„For many years public sentiment has tolerated the practice in both 
political parties regarding it as a necessary evil Incident to every hotly oon- 
tested campaign, and custom in this respect bas been substituted for the law 
of the Jand. The Australian ballot law wae passed partly with a view of 
checking the evil, but in spite of that law the contagion has continued to 
spread und to grow from year to year. 

‘The time is opportune for a concerted effort on the art of the people of 
that State to suppress the evil and to restore publio opinion to its old-time 
wholesome attitude on the subject when the buying and selling of votes 
was jostly regarded as a disgraceful transaction. 

“The Sun is to be highly commended for tho leading position it has 
taken on thin question, and it ought to be and 1 belisve will be supported 
by the rural press In its attitude. With continued agitation, public opinion, 
long quiescent, will again assort itself and stamp out the evil, for the prac- 
tice le no leas condemned by those who have connived at it in the past than 
by those who have held aloof from active participation in the strife of polit- 


ical campalgus. To Counteract Negro Vote. 


Mr. Frederick H. Fletcher a member of the bar,* said: 

‘i There is no question that the bribery of voters is practiced to an alarm- 
ing degree. There is also no question that public sentiment has not hitherto 
been aroured to put a stop to this practice. In this county, at least, publio 
opinion has upheld it as an ovil necessary to counteract a large irresponsible, 
ignorant negro vote. I hope the present agitation will lead to the complete 
elimination of both evils. The elimination of bribery would be very easy 
were it not for the negro vote and the race feeling engendered by the know- 
ledge that the negro vote is cast asa race and yot from any conviction on 
questiona of governmental policy for any consideraiton other than of race.

I may also mention a fact that 18 
perhaps quite unknown in this coun- 
try and seems to be jealously guard- 
ed secret in Morocco, says S. L. Ben- 
susan in the Wide World magazine. 
It is that there are white women 
slaves in several parts of the coun- 
try; notCircassians, but seemingly 
women from Western Europe! 

When the market, is about to be- 
gin a dozen men file through the en- 
trance, Then we, the auctioneers, 
the diali; who have: heen occupied 
with the représuntativra@yof the Gov- 
ernment, giving him a list and de 
scription of all who are to be offered 
for sale. 

This preliminary york ‘done they 
are now coming to the serious busi- 
ness of the afternogn. They more in 
a line to a point where there js some 
shade, and then they turn, toward 
the east, the sloping sun behind 
them. The chief auctioneer now of- 
fers up an opening prayer. 

Prayers over, the dilals break up 
and proceed each to his pen, or pens, 
to summon the occupants to range 
themselves in line. For a few mo- 
ments the confusion is indescribable. 
The dilals rush hither and thither, 
arranging their human chattels in 
groups, Then, having placed them- 
selves at the head of their respective 
groups, they promenade slowly 
around the market, 

We cannot watch them all. so we 
select an average one containing a 
boy and a girl, brother and sister, 
who have been brought In by a cara- 
van and are facing a slave market 
for the first time in their lives. Be- 
side them are two vigorous men, two 
able women, two young children and 
a very old and very black man. 

There is no sign of great excite- 
ment or unrest among the slaves. 
Only the boy and girl who are al- 
ready grown up seem to feel their 
position acutely, 

The children are obviously uncon- 
cerned, and if they take any interest 
at all in the proceedings it is asso- 
clated with thelr. own bright gar- 
ments, which, by the way, have been 
lent to them by the auctioneers in 
charge, in order that they may pre- 
sent a more attractive figure. When 
they have been purchased their new 
owners must pay for these gaudy 
rage or return them. 

As he goes for the first or second 
time in a wide circle around the cen- 
tral arcade our auctioneer proclaims 
the merits of bia wares in general 
terms, and then a purchaser de- 
mands the price of the two middle 
aged men, who seem to have yeurs 
of considerable activity before them. 
The dilal pauses, and presents the 
two slaves, who reply to various 

questions that the intending pur- 
8 puts to them. 

The dilal himself talks very volu- 
bly and the result must be satisfac- 
tory, for his patron names a price, 
and the dilal, with a pious Pralse 
be to Allah, who made the world," 
gathers his company around him 
once again and moves off, proclaim- 
ing that the price of the two men is 
so many dollars; and urging the ar- 
sembled buyers to do better still. 
Apparently they are not inclined to 
take advantage of their chances, for 
after the circle has been completed 
twice more the dilal pauses again 
and hands the two slaves over to 
their new master.

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SINNING WITH A CART ROPE. 


Nov. 25, '06—(Isalah 6:11-23.) 

The average person prefers a lul- 
laby to a tocsin, The world has gar- 
lands for flatterers, and gallows for 
those who will tell “the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the 
truth.” Hand us a sedative, and we 
will accept it with thanks, prescribe} 
a tonic and we change our physician. 
Wink at our defects, be blind to our 
iniquitles, excuse our shortcomings, 
palliate our vices, saddle our wrong- 
doing upon others, and y will be 
counted among our frie ut, tell 
us our faults to our faces, hold u 
responsible for our, misdeeds, refu 
to allow us to shift upon other shoul- 
ders the blame for our sins, and we 
cut your acquaintance. Give us mir- 
rors that show no bdlemishes, and 
friends that always agree with us, 
and let our lives flow peacefully 
along, and life will be worth living. 

Not so thought the old prophet 
Isalah. Heébelieved in knowing the 
worst and being prepared for it. He 
believed in calling things by their 
right ‘names. He thought cancers 
should be cut out, not moistened 
with rose water. He took the ground 
that a rascal in the church was worse 
than a rascal out of the church. He 
wore no muzzle. He had no job-lot 
principles.. He did not keep his hand 
on the pulse of public opinion, nor 
take his cue from an easy-going 
bishop, nor subscribe to the tenets 
of a sect, nor slavishly follow the 
beck of an, 6ccleaiastical “machine.” 

When he saw iniquity, in church 
or state, and he saw plenty of it, he 
thundered against it. In the twelve 
verses of this short section of one of 
his addresses, his words of indigna- 
tion reverberate like crashing thun- 
der. Woe! woe! woe! He denounced 
the monopolist, the time-server, the 
“prudent” teachers, the men who 
said that “prosperity” was every- 
thing, and that “Sunday-echool poli- 
tles“ was played out, the priesthood 
that called evil good, and good evil, 
the. victims of alcoho] who were 
swinish in their thirst, and he did it 
publicly, consistently, persistently, 
until those who could not answer 
him turned upon him and assassina- 
ted him.. But he kept himself 
straight with the Almighty, And he 
lives to-day more potential than 
ever, Millions of people will read 
this speech of his to-morrow, this 
speech in which he unlimbers the 
field guns of the Eternal’s batteries 
against iniquity, and will unanl- 
mously declare that he was right. 

We can afford to compliment a 
man who has been dead 3000 years. 
It is eminently proper to hang gar- 
lands on the tomb of those who are 
{n no danger of coming back. Our 
fathers executed them, and we at- 
tempt to make reparation by build- 
ing monuments to the memory of the 
martyrs, and pronouncing eulogies 
concerning their virtuous lives and 
heroic deeds. But their ears do not 
hear it, and their broken hearts do 
not thrill. We are generations too 
late. For it makes no difference 
now, whether we agree or not. 

The more important and practical 
question is, How do we treat the liv- 
ing men who dare to antagonize and 
denounce the evils of the present 
day? Do we stand with those who 
say, Let well enough alone! You 
can’t stop it! Or, do we encourage 
the men who refuse to say Peace, 
peace, when: there is, no peace?” 
That is ‘a more important / question 
than to discover the meaning of a 
Hebrew word, or settle the question 
whether there were two Isalahs. 

Certainly there is need enough for 
the man who has the “woo,” mos- 
ange. The evils that existed in the 
prophet’s day were infants in the 
eradle, to-day they are giants stalk- 
ing abroad. Like the infant Her- 
cules they climbed out of the cradle 
to strangle the nation in Isaiah's 
day, they are better able to do it 
now. There is no state capital where 
they are not located; there is no 
legislature where their lobby does 
not work. With bludgeon or with 
ballot, they secure thelr ends. The 
church recognizes the encroach- 
ments of evil. What minister is 
there who has not been waited upon 
by a weak-kneed committee, pray- 
erfully pointing out the results to 
the cause if certain pewholders 
should take offense at the parson's 
plain speaking. No muzzle! Oh, no, 
not for the world. But the pastor 
sees a great light, and shifts to some 
less burning issue. 

The real, genuine prophet never 
polls his congregation. He reports 
things as he sees them. He takes no 
advice from man as to what he shall 
preach. He speaks the language of 
his God, not of office-teekers, the 
cabinet, the committee, the pol- 
icy follower, the machine manager. 
He was called to blow a trumpet of 
alarm, not to play a jewsharp at an 
old ladies tea party. Life to him is 
roal. He takes things seriously, He 
believes that the only way to rid tha 
world of its evila ia to investigate 
them, analyze them, turn them in- 
side out, shew them up, incessantly 
call attention to them, aud ‘keep 
at it until his breath stops, natur- 
ally or unnaturally, or the evil is 
overthrown. There are not many 
such people in fe Isaiah was 
one of them. are some now 
living.

The confusion has arisen trom the 4 
fact that prior to the adoption of the 


Stars and Stripes as the national 
emblem, the Colonies had adopted 
another flag in which the stars did 
not appear. It was tthe earlier flag, 


says the Scientific American, which’ ¢ 
Paul j$ 


was saluted in 1776, while 
Jones is quite correct in stating that 
the first foreign salute to the Stars 
and Stripes was given to the little 
war vessel Ranger While she was un- 
der his own command. 

The necessity for the adoption of a 
common national flag does not seem 
to have impressed itaelf upon the 
American Colonies until toward 
the close of the year 1775, when a 
committee consisting of Dr; Frank- 
In, Mr. Lynch and Mr. Harrison was 
appointed tg consider this subject. 
They met at the camp of the Colo- 
Uals at Cambridge and proposed the 
adoption of a flag which should re- 
tain in the corner the King's colors 
or Union Jack, consisting of the 
combined erosses of St. Andrew and 
St. George, thereby representing the 
stili recognized sovereignty of Eng- 
land, but that field of the fag should 
consist of thirteen stripes alternate 
red and white, which should be em- 
blematic of, the union of the thirteen 
Solonies against the tyranny and op- 
gression of the King. 

The new flag was adopted, and it 
wab first holsted on January 2, 1776, 
the event taking place at the Conti- 
nental camp at Cambridge. This flag 
iu known as the Continental Union 
Pag. 

The first vessel to receive a salute 
for the Continental flag from a for- 
eign Power was the little brig An- 
drea Dorfa, commanded by Captain 
Robinson. This yessel was purchased 
prior to the adoption of the new na- 
tlonal emblem and she had seen ac- 
tive service under Nicholas Biddle. 
In September, 1776, she sailed from 
Philadelphia for the Island of St. 
Eustatius to take aboard a cargo of 
arms. 

On her arrival at that port on No- 
yember 16, 1776, she saluted the 
Duteh flag, and her. salute was re- 
turned by the Governor, De Graff, 
with thirteen guns, corresponding to 
the ‘thirteen States. The gallant 
Governor bid fair to pay dearly for 
his “nthusinsm; for Mr. Chirstopher 
Greathead, who commanded the 
British island of St. Kitts, hearing 
that a certain North American ves- 
eel had been supplied at St. Busta- 
tlus nnd had saluted the Dutch fort 
of Orange; and that the fort had re- 
plied, remonstrated agafnst this in- 
sult tô his Brittannic Majesty. 

Proofs of this salutation were sent 
to Sir Knight York, English Ambas- 
sador to the Dutch Republic, and he 
lald them before the high and 
migthy States-General and demand- 
ed a formal disavowal of the salute 
and the discharge and recall of De 
Graff. The Governor was cited to 
appear before the States-General; 
but he delayed doing so, and when 
be eventually reached Holland, in 


1778, France had acknowledged the 


independence of the American Colo- 
nles and other nations ‘soon fol- 
lowed. Tho offence of De Graff was 
no longer a solitary one, and the 
complaint against him was lost sight 
of and forgotten. ‘ 

It was on June 14, 1777, that.the 
American Gongress resolved. that the 
flag of the thirteen united States 
should consist of thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white, with thir- 
teen stars, white in a blue field, rep- 
resenting a new constellation. 

Paul Jones claimed that it was his 
good fortune to be the first to dis- 
play the Stara and Stripes on a naval 
vessel, and it had previously been 
his to holst with his own hand the 
“flag of America” on board the 
naval vessel Alfred, He was appoint- 
ed on June 14, 1777, to the com- 
mand of the Ranger, which carried a 
battery of sixteen six pounders. 

He crossed the Atlantic, and on 
entering Quiberon Bay, on the 14th 
of February, 1778, he saluted the 
French fleet under Admiral La 
Motte Piquet, and received in return 
a salute of nine guns. This was the 
first foreign salute of the Stars and 
Stripes; aud the subject hay been 
commenorated in the patntings rnd 
engravings with which the public is 
generally familiar. :
